13.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  raise  the  sum  of  $899.16 
for  maintenance,  construction  or  reconstruction  of 
Class  V  highways,  in  which  event  the  State  will 
contribute  $5,994.37. 

14.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  remove  the  snow 
from  the  business  area  of  the  village,  defining  the 
area  to  be  cleared,  and  to  raise  money  for  the  same. 

15.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  Town  will  vote  to 
raise  for  plowing  and  sanding  sidewalks,  for  the 
ensuing  year.

Fay  Keazer;  namely,  that  it  not  be  used  for  com-

a  placque  s'atin^'  that  the  property  has  been  pur- 
chased from  the  Keazer  family,  and  will  be  main- 
tained in  memory  of  Leavitt  Gould.

24.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  Town  will  vote  to 
raise  and  appropriate  to  the  Colebrook  and  North 
Country  Chamber  of  Commerce,  for  the  purpose 
of  publicizing  and  promoting,  by  advertising  fold- 
ers and  otherwise,  the  Town  and  the  North  Coun- 
try Region. 

25.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  $274.48  to  the  White  Mts.  Reg- 
ion Association,  being  10  cents  per  $,1000.  of  as- 
sessed valuation,  for  the  purpose  of  issuing  and 
distributing  printed  matter  and  advertising  and 
otherwise  publicizing  the  advantages  of  the  Town, 
in  cooperation  with  the  other  45  towns  in  the  reg- 
ion. 

26.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $325.  for  payment  of  rent  of  the  Parking 
Lot  and  Driveway  for  the  year  ensuing. 


27.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  Town  will  vote  to 
raise  for  replacing  the  sidewalk  on  the  north  side 
of  Parsons  Street,  from  the  Main  Street  corner  tc« 
the  Ellen  Stickney  property,  and  for  maintenance 
of  existing  sidewalks. 

28.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  purchase  a  pay- 
loader,  complete  with  plowing  equipment,  said 
to  replace  the  present  payloader  and  one  snow 
plow,  and  appropriate  money  for  the  same.

32.  To  see  if  the  provision  of  Chapter  171-A  of  the 
Revised  Laws  relative  to  playing  Beano,  shall  be 
adopted  in  Colebrook. 

33.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  give  free  use  of 
the  Town  Hall  to  public  schools  in  said  Town  for 
school  purposes,  includng  heat,  light  and  janitor 
services,  whenever  same  does  not  conflict  with  the 
best  interests  of  the  Town,  for  the  year  ensuing.

pertaining  to  the  lease,  sale,  or  use  of  a  lot  or 
building  on  which  placed,  not  to  ex:eed  a 
total  area  of  five  square  feet.  This  provision 
shall  not  apply  to  signs  placed  flush  with  the 
front  of  and  against  the  actual  business  build- 
ing."

36.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
Selectmen  to  sell  at  public  auction  any  real  est- 
ate acquired  by  the  Town  through  Tax  Collectors' 
deeds,  and  until  the  sale  is  made,  to  administer 
such  property  in  the  best  interests  of  the  Town. 

37.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept,  ratify 
and  confirm  the  reports  of  Agents,  Selectmen, 
Auditors  and  all  other  Town  Officers  as  contained 
in  the  Annual  Report  of  said  Town  for  the  year 
ending  December  31,  1957. 

38.  To  transact  any  other  business  that  may  leg- 
ally come  before  this  meeting.

During  the  year  1957,  4  Salk  Vaccine  Clinics  were 
held  in  Colebrook  at  the  Town  Hall,  sponsored  by  the 
N.  H.  State  Department  of  Health,  in  cooperation  with 
the  local  School  Nurse,  the  Supt.  of  Schools,  and  the  P. 
T.  A.  1386  children  attended  these  clinics,  245  received 
first  injections,  444  received  second  injections,  and 
697  received  third  injections.  We  will  hold  the  last 
plinic  in  June  1958,  for  those  needing  to  complete 
their  third  injections. 

We  are  indeed  grateful  to  the  Town  for  the  use 
of  the  Town  Hall,  to  all  the  physicians  in  Colebrook 
for  giving  of  their  time,  and  especially  to  P.  T.  A.,  and 
all  the  volunteers  without  whom  these  clinics  would 
not  have  been  a  success. 

In  the  Spring  of  1957,  Triple  Toxoid  Clinics  for 
the  Immunization  of  Whooping  Cough,  Diptheria  and 
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Tetanus,  were  held,  and  the  following  number  of  child- 
ren completed  their  series  of  3  injections:
